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PREFACE 



To the Members op the Class op 1898 : 

I herewith submit the Third Report of the Glass, and sin- 
cerely trust that it will meet with your hearty interest and ap- 
proval. I had hoped that the Report would be completed and 
in your hands before you journeyed to Cambridge for that 
wonderful Quindecennial celebration, but my hopes were blast- 
ed and the work delayed by that ever-present band of procras- 
tinators who are the bane of every Class Secretary, but who 
finally yield and send in their ' 'lives' ' after repeated personal 
letters, telephone communications or telegrams. Incidentally 
I might add that these men should be made to realize that 
their dilatory actions try the patience and temper of the Class 
Secretary and place an added strain on the class funds. 
Truthfully, however, I must confess that the preparation of 
this Report has given me the deepest satisfaction and pleasure. 
I have done my best to make you all say, in your own way, 
what you have accomplished during the past fifteen years. I 
have striven hard to make some of you realize that membership 
in the Class of '98 really means something. I have striven 
harder to draw that bond of comradeship just a little tighter 
so that we may all be better '98 men, better Harvard men. If 
I have succeeded at all in my efforts, I shall be happy. 

Since the publication of the Second Report, July, 1907, it is 
my sad duty to record the death of the following eleven men : 
Herbert Claude Kahn, Ernest Wilhelm Sutton Pickhardt, 
Leland Emerson Bristol, Charles Winthrop Cutter, John But- 
ler Swann, John Flint, Waldemar Koch, Henry Wood Fowler, 
Howard Curry Mason, Newell Cheever Cook, Louis Henry 
Martin. 

In the preparation of this Report I have endeavored to 
record the names of all men who appear in the Quinquennial 
Catalogue as '98 men ; this in order to make my records con- 
form with those of the University. Some of these men re- 
ceived their degrees with the Class, but as their affiliations are 
with other classes I have merely recorded their statistics. I 
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have also included the names of those who, according to the 
Harvard University Directory, appear to have had any real 
connection with the Class. These men I have written to, and 
from most of them have received replies in which they state 
that they desire to keep up their affiliations with '98. 

The list of "lost" seems unusually large, but please note 
that only six of these are degree holders, and the balance 
socially connected. I am very anxious to gather these "lost 
men" back into the fold, so please help me find them. 

I desire particularly to call your attention to the report of 
the Class Treasurer. That it is not more complete is entirely 
my fault, for not until the day before he sailed for Europe did 
I notify Woodward that a statement was due. If you will take 
the trouble to turn to the statements published in the two pre- 
vious Reports (May, 1901, and June, 1907), you will find that 
the fund has increased from $4254.50 in 1901, $9135.55 in 
1907, to $10,652.53, June 1, 1913. This has been accomplished 
through the deep interest, diligence and judicious management 
of the fund by your Treasurer, and I venture to say that there 
are very few classes, if any, that can show a financial statement 
superior to that of '98. Woodward deserves the heartiest 
thanks and congratulations of the Class. 

To those of you who answer my communications promptly 
and keep me informed as to what you or some other member 
of the Class is doing, I render due homage and offer my 
humble thanks. To all, I offer hearty greetings. 

In closing I desire to express my deep sense of obligation to 
Mr. William R. Thayer for his continued interest in the Class 
and for many helpful suggestions. To the Alumni office and 
its staff I am also deeply indebted, for without their courteous 
treatment and supervision the publication of this Report 
would have proved a very difficult task.

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THE DECENNIAL 



'Twas a glorious celebration, and the outcome of the base- 
ball game and the boat race made it all the more successful. 
Every one seemed to have a good time, and never before did 
the Class get together so well. Incidentally a new record 
has been made for attendance at a decennial dinner, '98 
turning out over two hundred and fifty men. The celebra- 
tion started in at the Yale baseball game at Cambridge, and 
the Class had one whole section, which was filled with mem- 
bers and their wives or future wives. On Monday, the 22d, 
about two hundred and twenty-five men turned up at the 
Point of Pines. The morning was given over to indoor base- 
ball games, followed by a most wonderful clambake and 
later in the day by a swim in the ocean. Special tights, one 
leg blue and the other white (the Class colors), embellished 
with the Class numerals, were distributed among the men. 
Shortly after the clambake an unfortunate fire occurred in 
a small house on the marshes, and two families were burned 
out and one little girl fatally burned. On hearing of this 
accident a fund was started among a few of the men and 
$139 collected in a very few minutes. This was later divided 
between the two unfortunate families. The return to Boston 
was made by steamboat, and we all had a glorious sail. One 
very pleasant feature of the day was the presence of the 
double quartet from the Varsity Glee Club, all 1908 men, 
and their fine singing was deeply appreciated by every one. 
The Class Dinner was held at the Hotel Somerset in the 
evening, with Woodward presiding. Speeches were made 
by W. E. Dorman, R. S. Goodrich, Dr. A. H. Rice and Ger- 
rish Newell. Dalton, Wadsworth, Valentine and Butler sang 
the songs. Toward the close of the dinner word was re- 
ceived that Governor Willson of Kentucky was stopping at 
the hotel. A committee of four men was appointed to call 
on him and persuade him to say a few words to the Class. 
This he gladly consented to do, and we were fortunate 
enough to have him as our guest during the remainder of 
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the evening. Tuesday morning the Class assembled at Hotel 
Victoria and proceeded from there in automobiles to the 
Brookline Country Club. An 4 ' indoor baseball' ' tournament 
was immediately started with sixteen teams, and two rounds 
were played, when a halt was called for lunch. The lunch, 
as well as the afternoon, was given over largely to compe- 
tition with the Class of 1883, who were celebrating their 
twenty-fifth anniversary at the Country Club. A committee 
of three, with Graydon as speaker, forced their way into the 
'83 lunch-room, and in behalf of '98 presented '83 with a 
rolling armchair, a token of esteem and solicitude from the 
younger to the older class. Not to be outdone, '83, too, 
made an invasion on the '98 precincts, and through their 
speakers, C. S. Hamlin and Belshaw, we were presented with 
a cradle and rattle. A golf tournament was then started 
between the two classes and also a tennis tournament, both 
of which were won by '98. The semi-finals and finals of the 
indoor baseball tournament were completed in the after- 
noon, the victorious team being the "Steam Rollers,' 9 cap- 
tained by L. P. Marvin, and made up as follows : Hastings, 
pitcher; Marvin, catcher; Sheaf e, 1st b. ; Carleton, 2d b. ; 
Burgess, 3d b. ; Stillman, s.s. ; D. M. Goodrich, l.f. ; Rust, 
c.f. ; Wood, r.f . Later in the afternoon a nine inning game 
with the regular ball was played between the married and 
unmarried men and, of course, was won by the married men, 
10-3. The two teams were made up as follows: Married — 
Hayes, pitcher; Slade, catcher; Sheaf e, 1st b. ; Rand, 2d b. ; 
Burgess, 3d b. ; Poster, s.s.; Edmunds, l.f.; Graydon and 
Dorr, c.f. ; Moulton and Chipman, r.f. Single men — Vincent, 
pitcher; R. M. P. Brown, catcher; Bowie, 1st b. ; Abbott, 
2d b. ; Holmes, 3d b. ; McVey, s.s.; Stone, l.f.; Marvin, c.f.; 
Hall, r.f. In the evening over two hundred men sat down 
to an informal dinner, at which Graydon acted as toast- 
master. With a few facetious remarks he distributed small 
silver cups to the members of the winning indoor baseball 
nine and also one to R. S. Goodrich for coming to the De- 
cennial from the farthest distance, Phoenix, Ariz. The fol- 
lowing awards were also made: to C. C. Stillman, fat man, 
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a pair of corsets with which to keep in shape; to E. 
Weaver, the man with the largest family (all boys), a toy 
cow, to keep the children strongly nourished; to J. W. 
Graydon, a small water-wagon; to H. D. Bushnell, the most 
bald-headed man, a wig; to C. N. Smith, the man with the 
smallest chest development, a pair of breast shields. On 
Commencement Day the Class held its spread in Holden 
Chapel, and there again over two hundred members turned 
up. Thursday we had a special car at the boat race, and it 
is not necessary to recall what we saw there. The official 
celebration ended on the night of the race, but your Secre- 
tary has been told that a number of the '98 warriors, en- 
thusiastic, and bubbling over with the spirits and success 
of the Decennial, marched on to New York and there took 
part in the final obsequies over the little Tale heroes.

I never really left Harvard. When still an undergraduate 
I held office as an assistant in botany. In 1898 I was 
appointed, by the President and Fellows of Harvard College, 
assistant director of the Botanic Garden. I held this position 
without interruption until August 1, 1909, when, on the resig- 
nation of Professor George Lincoln Goodale, I was appointed 
director without limit of time. In 1899 (at this time I was 
studying for a master of arts degree in the Graduate School) 
I was appointed instructor and continued to hold that posi- 
tion until 1910 when, after having conducted a full course 
in Botany 5, I found teaching a severe and irresistible drain 
on time which I was anxious to devote to research and orig- 
inal investigations. Out of thirty-eight years of terrestrial 
existence I have served Harvard fifteen. About the year 1903 
I entered the factories of the Oliver Ames and Sons Corpora- 
tion at North Easton, Mass., where for over one hundred 
years the best shovels in the world have been made, to learn 
the business. I went to work at seven a. m. and quit at six 
p. m. daily. I progressed from one department to another, 
remaining in each long enough to acquire sufficient skill and 
endurance to turn out an average day's work. When the 
proper time came I was given command of the entire plant 
for two weeks, serving as assistant superintendent. I never 
felt that the increased pay which characterized this position 
of responsibility was so well earned as the money which I 
drew from actual manufacture. From the factories I passed 
to my chosen field of study again, having fulfilled a tradition 
of my family and having gained a knowledge of factory life 
which amply repaid me for the sweat of my brow. Shortly 
after the American occupation of the Philippine Islands I 
was invited by the government laboratories at Manila to 
undertake the critical study of Philippine orchids. I began 
serious investigations in 1905, after having familiarized 
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myself with the work of distinguished predecessors through 
visits to the museums of Europe where rich collections are 
treasured. The results of my labors have been published in 
scientific periodicals and in my books. Up to the present 
time (January, 1913) I have described more than two 
hundred new species of orchids from the Philippines, and 
have added substantially to our knowledge of the rich flora 
of those islands. Aside from my work for the laboratories at 
Manila I have done similar work for many institutions in 
Mexico, the United States and Canada. Among the offices of 
honor or trust which I have held few merit mention. 
Naturally of a retiring disposition, I have avoided offices in 
the numerous societies with which I have become identified. 
Political aspirations have never disturbed my equilibrium, 
but as chairman of the school committee of Easton I have 
done public service. In the realms of finance I have been 
president or director of more than one company which has 
struggled for a while and then been lost, but in successful 
ventures, as in my clubs, I have been contented with 
obscurity. A student's life is rarely varied. The routine 
work of one day is much like that of another. Although 
fifteen years have passed since the Class of 1898 went out 
from Harvard, my work, my activities and my recreations 
are different from those of 1898 simply in this; that they 
show more maturity in mental and physical ability. 
I have written numerous articles in scientific books, the 
more important being Orchidaceae Halconenses, Notes on 
Philippine Orchids with Descriptions of New Species (I-V, 
Philippine Journal of Science) ; New Species of Acoridium 
(Proceedings of the Biological Society of Washington) ; 
Revision of the Orchidaceae in Gray's New Manual of 
Botany; articles on orchids for Bailey's Cyclopedia of Amer- 
ican Horticulture; Orchidaceae, a work, now consisting of 
four volumes, issued from my own laboratory.

After ten years of life in Cambridge, four in college, three 
in the Graduate School and three more as instructor in Latin 
in Harvard and Badcliffe, I migrated in 1904 to a place that 
has of late years been achieving considerable notoriety as a 
sort of paradise among colleges, — Haverford. Six years of 
service here as associate professor of Greek (which in this 
case means being the whole Greek department) was followed 
in 1910-1911 by a sabbatical year of absence. With the sum- 
mer vacation periods before and after, this gave a chance 
for sixteen months of travel and study in Europe. As the 
trip was made en famdlle and on half pay, it also afforded, 
in addition to the travel and study, the somewhat un- 
usual experience of keeping house in several different coun- 
tries of Europe, one of the most interesting courses imagin- 
able in domestic finance, and mighty good fun withal. Three 
months were spent in Germany, mostly at Gottingen ; four in 
Italy, where I did some research work in several old libraries ; 
six in Greece, with headquarters at Athens; and the second 
summer in Switzerland. Three epidemics, scarlet fever, 
cholera, meningitis, in as many different cities, we fortu- 
nately passed through unscathed. Both at Rome and at 
Athens I made use of the Harvard man's privilege of mem- 
bership in the American Schools of Classical Studies in those 
cities. And now at home once more, my chief task consists in 
trying to show a part of young America how much it owes to 
its intellectual forefathers and incidentally how to get living 
Greek into our more or less dead English. Four of my stu- 
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dents since I have been at Haverford have won Rhodes schol- 
arships; several times as many have followed a well-beaten 
track from Haverford to Harvard for graduate study. 
As for "offices of honor and trust/ 9 I may report that 
in 1908-1909 I served as vice-president, and the next 
year as president, of the Philadelphia Classical Club, 
a flourishing and long-standing organization of men 
from several professions who are interested in the 
classics. Since 1911 I have been treasurer of the Penn- 
sylvania Society of the Archaeological Institute of America.

Without having achieved either fame or notoriety since 
leaving college, a record of my life will make rather prosaic 
reading.

and a gradual decline in health which the succeeding years 
failed fully to rehabilitate/' The winters of 1902 and 1903 
he spent with relatives in Columbia, Mo., doing little real 
work, in the hope of rebuilding his health. The next year 
he practised law in the office of Beardsley, Gregory and 
Kirshner in Kansas City, and in 1904-1905 he returned to 
the Law School for a year of post-graduate work with a 
view to fitting himself to teach law. His health remained 
unsatisfactory, and at the suggestion of his physician he 
went west for a year of ranch life, making his residence at 
Babb, Mont., at the foot of the Rocky Mountains. The 
change was beneficial to him, and in 1907 he felt so restored 
in health that he accepted an assistant professorship of law 
at the University of Missouri. In 1907 he married Miss Alice 
Pemberton Calef, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Moses Qarland 
Calef of Haverhill, Mass. His wife returned with him to 
Columbia, where he still held his assistant professorship. 
The arduous work of teaching affected Bristol's health un- 
favorably, so much so that in the fall of 1908 he found it 
necessary to give up his position at the Law School and 
seek employment which would permit of his being out of 
doors as much as possible. He accordingly went to Seattle, 
Wash., where he started a real estate business. His boy, 
christened Donald, was born that fall. The following sum- 
mer Bristol became interested in fruit culture, and went 
into that business at Underwood, Wash. While waiting for 
his fruit trees to yield he taught school. In the summer of 
1910 he was stricken with appendicitis and underwent an 
operation at the hospital at Portland, Ore. He was re- 
covering from the operation when pneumonia set in and 
caused his death, August 2, 1910. 

Those who were Bristol's friends in college, and to whom 
the news of his death, separated from them as he was by a 
continent, came with the shock of absolute unexpectedness, 
feel themselves richer by his friendship and by his example 
of devotion and courage. He put himself through Andover, 
Harvard College and Harvard Law School practically un- 
aided and by dint of earnest and conscientious effort; find- 
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ing time, notwithstanding the demand made upon him by the 
necessity of pursuing some remunerative employment, to 
avail himself of the social side of college life and to do work 
of such quality as to earn him a degree with distinction. 
The strain of the seven years of college and Law School 
unhappily impaired his constitution at a time when he 
needed the best of health to begin his life's work, and to 
such an extent finally that he was forced to give up his 
chosen profession and seek out-of-door employment. But 
if his health was impaired, his courage was not. Undaunted 
by a setback which would have utterly dismayed a man of 
less grit and perseverance, he had made a start in a line of 
work with which he was unfamiliar when he was stricken 
by the illness which caused his death. The quiet self-re- 
liance and ambition and courage that Bristol revealed to 
those who knew him most intimately are the attributes of 
real heroism.

After receiving my A.B. my first desire was to get on 
some pay roll. I tried first to obtain a position to teach 
chemistry, in which I did much work at Harvard. I found, 
however, that I could not get a chance to teach through my 
own efforts. I then tried various agencies, including the 
Harvard people, but to no avail. Having learned that the 
United States government was in need of stenographers, and 
that to obtain such work it was only necessary that the 
applicant be competent and pass an examination under the 
civil service, no pull or religious qualifications being neces- 
sary, as in the case with teaching, I attended a school, 
learned stenography and finally secured a position as a 
government clerk, which I held until I had become financially 
able to go into the Medical School. I managed to work 
through the Medical School without forfeiting my life, 
although my health was much impaired.

My 
senior year was spent in Europe, from October until March 
in Berlin studying German, and a couple of months in the 
spring in Italy studying Italian. The remainder of the year 
until September was spent travelling from Russia to Bel- 
gium, Holland and England. I entered the Columbia Law 
School in the fall of 1898, and graduated in 1901. Then I 
began the practice of law in the office of Bowers and Sands, 
New York, where I remained until April, 1906. On May 
1, 1906, the partnership of Roelker, Bailey and Curtis was 
formed, with offices at 55 and later at 62 William Street, 
New York. This firm continued until May 1, 1909, when I 
gave up the practice of law to take up apple growing, general 
agriculture and forestry, in which I had long been interested. 
Since 1900 I have had a considerable piece of woodland at 
Norfolk, Conn., where I have done some planting of white 
pine and a little forestry, and in the winter of 1908 I bought 
about four hundred acres of farm land in the southwest 
corner of Litchfield. I have planted nearly four thousand 
apple trees, which are expected to be the chief source of 
income of the farm, although I have a small dairy, and am 
keeping a large number of young cattle for sale as fresh milch 
cows. There are at present about one hundred head on the 
place. I am also managing about eight hundred acres of 
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woodland adjoining the farm. I have been an active mem- 
ber of the Connecticut Pomological Society, and chairman 
of its publicity committee since February, 1910. I have 
also been a vice-president of the Connecticut Forestry Asso- 
ciation since 1911. I have written: an article in the 
Columbia Law Review, 1905, on a question of bankruptcy 
law, which the Supreme Court of the United States subse- 
quently disagreed with; an article in Forestry Quarterly, 
1909, on the tariff on evergreen seedlings for forest planting, 
and a reply to a criticism of this article in a subsequent 
number ; an article on The Practice of Forestry by a Connec- 
ticut Landowner, in Proceedings of the Connecticut Forestry 
Association, 1909; reports, etc., of the Publicity Committee, 
in Proceedings of the Connecticut Pomological Society

After graduating in 1898 I returned for a master's degree 
in English in 1899, and also taught a few unfortunate fresh- 
men in English A. The next year I went with a forest 
service expedition to Puget Sound, accompanied by other 
perfectly good Harvard men, such as Fisher (R. T.), James 
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(Henry) the twoth, and James (William, Jr.). The spring 
of the next year, having heard the call of the wild, I 
rambled up to Nome, and put in a cheerful summer running 
a passenger boat along the coast, a pleasing but expensive 
amusement, followed later by a little prospecting inland. Re- 
turning east I put in a winter as cub reporter on the New 
York Press, and was occasionally paid real money for my 
services. In the spring I went abroad for a trip through 
Italy, France and England, and was later joined by a brother,

the job of private secretary to Colonel J. J. Astor, expecting 
that I would have to brush the gold dust off my clothes 
every evening, but it never happened.

The next six years are a money-losing 
Odyssey, comprising one year cattle ranching in North 
Dakota, three years shipping Texas cattle to Cuba and two 
years shipping work horses to western Canada. Quite edu- 
cational, often amusing and always expensive. Luckily I 
invested in Saskatoon town lots, and now have very fair 
rentals from some buildings except when my agents are put 
to heavy expense. I next went to Seattle and got back into 
forestry work, which involved the invention and patenting 
of various tree-measuring instruments. In June, 1909, 
I was married, and after a trip to my wife's home at Battle, 
Sussex, where I made a great hit in the role of little Lord 
Fauntleroy, we returned to Seattle for another winter. In 
the spring of 1910 we took a boat as far south as possible to 
get warm and still stay in these United States. This meant 
San Diego, or rather La Jolla, a suburb of the same, proba- 
bly the most attractive little town in the United States. The 
summer we put in beach-combing, varied by experiments 
with a glider on the hills, covered with cacti of the most 
painful variety known to man. Convinced that I had found 
my vocation, and wishing to know all that was fit to print 
about gas engines, I attended that fall the Young Men's 
Christian Association automobile school in Los Angeles, and 
learned, albeit imperfectly, the rudiments of "trouble- 
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shooting,' ' i.e. putting a car together enough for it to get 
out of the shop without dropping apart and yet not so much 
that it won't have to be back in a week for more repairs. I 
also helped on Saturdays in the construction of a friend's 
(C. F. Day) biplane at the Aerodrome, Venice. After this 
I worked in repair shops at San Diego, ran a second-hand 
Pope as a rent-car, and several times brought passengers 
home under its own steam, worked in the Ford shop at 
Detroit for a time assembling motors, but was soon back 
in Los Angeles, Cal., and working for a winter in a machine 
shop with lathe, planer, milling machine, etc. The spring 
of 1912 I started flying lessons with the Gage school at 
Griffith Park, Los Angeles, which stopped when the teacher 
left with the course half completed. In the fall when my 
wife was well enough to travel we came on to Manchester, 
Mass., and I had a few lessons on one of the Burgess Com- 
pany and Curtis hydros at Marblehead, until bad weather put 
a stop to it. In December we sailed for England, and after 
a stay at Battle went to Cannes, where I have been taking 
lessons with the Hanriot (monoplane) school at Ziot, about 
ten miles away, and expect to try for a pilot's license some 
time in May.

The first job that I got upon leaving college was an ap- 
pointment as collector from the United States Biological 
Survey at Washington.

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In May, 1900, while pursuing graduate work at Harvard, 
I was offered and accepted the position of assistant professor 
of zoology in the University of Nevada and bacteriologist 
in the Nevada Experiment Station. Shortly after my arrival 
here a disastrous fire destroyed our building and all our 
collections, which considerably handicapped my work the 
first year. The following summer I spent a month in study 
at the United States Department of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton, D. C. An investigation begun while I was at Harvard 
was completed at this time and published in the Proceedings 
of the American Academy of Sciences, Vol. 37, No. 8, Octo- 
ber, 1901. The following year my work was of much the 
same character as that of the preceding year. Several public 
addresses also engaged my attention during the year: one 
was delivered before the Young Men's Christian Association 
on The Relation of Science to Religion ; one before the State 
Teachers' Institute on Nature Study; a series of lectures on 
nature study topics was conducted by Dr. P. B. Kennedy and 
myself for the benefit of the public school teachers of the 
city, and, in this connection, we published several nature 
study pamphlets; the Station Staff also held a number of 
Farmers' Institutes, at which I gave lectures on The Conta- 
gious and Infectious Animal Diseases of the State. During 
this year I was president of the University of Nevada Alumni 
Association. At the close of the school year I went to Cam- 
bridge and was married on June 10 to Miss Alice 
S. Moreland at Brookline, Mass. After renewing old 
college friendships and visiting several places in the 
East, we came west and spent the remainder of the 
summer in collecting birds in eastern Nevada. In 
September I was made associate professor of zoology 
and bacteriology, with an increase of salary. In ad- 
dition to the routine work of teaching and the regular sta- 
tion duties, we continued our public lectures on nature study 
topics, and the Station Staff conducted several Farmers' In- 
stitutes at which I gave talks on Animal Diseases, The Re- 
lation of Birds and Rodents to Agriculture, etc. Through 
the kindness of Dr. Jordan of Stanford University, the 
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summer of 1903 was spent at the Hopkins Laboratory at 
Pacific Grove, Cal., in the study and collection of marine 
fauna and flora for use in class and investigation work. In 
September, 1903, I was promoted to a full professorship, 
with a further increase of salary. That fall we organized a 
Nevada Academy of Sciences, of which I was a charter mem- 
ber. The summer of 1904 was spent in the study of ground 
squirrels and other rodents, which had become a serious 
economic evil to the agricultural interests in eastern Nevada. 
The results of this investigation were published in March, 
1905, as Bulletin No. 58 of the Nevada Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. The work of collecting the birds and mam- 
mals of the state was also continued during this year 
and the next. In addition to the regular annual published 
reports of the Experiment Station work carried on by my 
department, I have, from time to time, written articles for 
the newspapers of the state on various outbreaks of animal 
diseases and on rodent pests. In the summer of 1905 there 
was a reorganization of the work of the station in relation 
to the university, whereby I was relieved of my former sta- 
tion duties and given some of the teaching work in botany. 
A laboratory assistant being given me, more opportunity will 
be found for developing advanced courses. A course of lec- 
tures on Evolution, which is open to the general public, is 
being given this year, and one lecture on the subject was 
delivered before the Reno Men's Club a short time ago. I 
was recently elected vico-president of this club. (Second Re- 
port.) 

During the year 1909-1910 I was given my sabbatical leave, 
and spent seven months in travel and study in Europe. I 
still hold a professorship in the University of Nevada. I 
have written: A paper on Reactions of Limax Maximus to 
Directive Stimuli, a bulletin on Ground Squirrels and Other 
Rodent Pests in Nevada, several nature study bulletins, and 
a number of minor articles for newspapers, magazines, etc.

As long as our life is full of ambition and success we are 
apt to be too busy to sit down for a review of its events. 
At least this was the case with me when our Class Secretary 
called for our reports. To-day, when my life has lost almost 
all of its brightness, I hesitate to add the story of my mis- 
fortune to the accounts of the success of others. I stayed 
at Cambridge after graduation in order to prepare for 
scientific work in chemistry. I was at first assistant in 
physical chemistry and later instructor in electrochemistry. 
Together with the doctor's degree the University granted 
me the Parker Travelling Fellowship for a year's study in 
Europe. I left for England in August, 1901, and after a 
trip through England, France and Germany, studied at 
Leipzig at the famous Institute of Professor Ostwald. I 
did not return to America until the middle of 1903, but was 
called back to Germany by a large German concern. In 
their employ I worked at Leipzig until, in 1905, I took 
charge of the research laboratory of this firm in Berlin. 
Although the work was rather congenial, and though in- 
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cidentally I found an opportunity to see a good part of 
England, Prance, Germany, Switzerland, Italy and Austria- 
Hungary, I decided to go home again in 1907. At the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research in New York 
I found a place entirely to my liking. In May, 1909, I was 
about ready to close the year's work and sail for a summer's 
trip through Switzerland and Russia, when an accident at 
the laboratory sent me to the hospital. An explosion had 
thrown a strong alkali solution into both eyes. In spite of 
the best medical care, it was impossible to save the eyes, and 
when I left the hospital I was permanently and completely 
deprived of vision.

During the school year 1898-1899 I tried to acquaint the 
entering class of the Everett, Mass., High School with the 
subject of physics, and had one class in plane geometry for 
part of the year. For ten months, 1899-1900, I worked in 
the Boston office of the Lowell Observatory, preparing obser- 
vations of Mars and the satellites of Jupiter for publication 
in the annals of the observatory. The chief events of the 
first three summers after I finished the Harvard course were 
the long tramps with a small party of friends in the 
mountainous parts of New England.

During the 
winter of 1900-1901 I worked a few weeks in a Boston book 
store, a few more in the office of a Philadelphia paper, and 
tried some special studies for office work. In May, 1901, I 
joined the force in a civil engineer's office, and for more than 
a year helped to plan out, measure and guide the construc- 
tion of trolley lines, mostly in eastern Massachusetts. In 
June, 1902, I became an observer in the United States 
Weather Bureau, and was assigned to the New York office 
for instruction. Within a few weeks I could spot strato- 
cumulus clouds, adjust the telethermograph, and dodge the 
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verbal and other brickbats from the provoked public, so I 
was assigned to look out for the evening duties, and did so, 
thirteen evenings out of fourteen, for some months. Natur- 
ally there was little chance for taking in 11 shows," but some 
daylight excursions up the Hudson, or through the West- 
chester County hills or over into New Jersey were enjoyed. 
In December, 1902, I was moved to the interesting old city 
of Richmond, Va., where the tawny James tumbles down 
among bush-grown rocky islets to the tide level. The resi- 
dents like to speak poetically of the city as being "like 
Rome, enthroned on her seven hills/ ' but one who has taken 
Professor Davis's courses sees that in reality Richmond lies 
along and near the irregular edge of a considerably dissected 
plateau. In July, 1903, I went to Cape Henry, where my 
work was largely watching the "ships that pass in the 
night." Save six months in Norfolk, during the fall and 
winter of 1903-1904, I remained at the Cape until August, 
1905. The 1607 settlers made their first landing here, but 
did not stop long, for there seems to have been no light- 
house then, and the evening band concerts had not begun. 
From Cape Henry I came to Washington for five weeks, then 
to the research observatory at Mount Weather, near Blue- 
mont, Va., for three months. In January, 1906, I returned 
to Washington, which has since been my station. For over 
two years my work was chiefly on the Monthly Weather 
Review, assisting the editor, Professor Abbe. Since then the 
National Weather Bulletin, the Snow and Ice Bulletin and 
various other publications of the Bureau have been my 
chief concerns. Vacations of from two or three days up to 
three weeks have usually been spent in New England. I 
resided in Washington until April, 1909, seven months after 
my marriage. We then bought a two-and-a-half-acre ranch 
in the Virginia suburbs, six miles from the White House. 
Here I raise potatoes and turnips and reduce the cost of 
living. The region has a great excess of brambles all the 
year and mud fully half of it; also of strawberries in June 
and chestnuts in October. There are marked deficiencies in 
worthy schools, good roads and automobiles, but we have 
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grown to like the Old Dominion nevertheless. As to offices 
held, I have attained nothing dizzier than the deaconship of 
a small church and the treasurership of a local citizens' asso- 
ciation. Naturally the most notable articles I have written 
are, "Please forward your annual dues at once."

Herman Koch, a mining engineer of international reputa- 
tion, lived in Clausthal, Hannover, Germany. His father, his 
grandfather and his grandfather's father had been mining 
engineers before him. One of his nine sons was Robert Koch, 
the great bacteriologist; another was Hugo Koch, also a 
mining engineer ; another, Arnold Koch, came to this country 
in 1867 with letters of introduction from Alfred Nobel, who 
was a friend of Herman Koch. Arnold Koch settled in St. 
Louis, where his only son, Waldemar, was born April 8, 
1875. 

The first part of Dr. Koch's college life was spent in

Washington University, St. Louis, but his last year he spent 
in Harvard, from which he received his undergraduate de- 
gree, and two years later, in 1900, the degree of Ph.D. in 
organic chemistry. He was then for one year assistant in 
physiology in the Harvard Medical School with Professor 
Porter. He began at that time the study of the chemistry 
of the nervous system, which he continued until his death. 
He came to the University of Chicago as an associate in 
physiological chemistry in 1901, and with a short inter- 
regnum (1903-1906) spent in teaching pharmacology and 
physiological chemistry in the University of Missouri, he 
remained in the University of Chicago continuously there- 
after, where at the time of his death he was associate pro- 
fessor of pharmacology. He was for a time with Schmiede- 
berg in Strassburg; and during his vacations he worked for 
several years, part of the time under a grant from the Rocke- 
feller Institute, in the laboratory of Dr. Mott in the Clay- 
bury Asylum for the Insane, near London; afterwards for 
one season he was on the staff of the new hospital for the 
insane at Long Grove, near London ; and for the past year 
he had been connected, also, with the Wistar Institute of 
Anatomy in Philadelphia. In these various institutions he 
had unusual opportunities, which he utilized to the utmost, 
for the study of pathological and normal nervous material. 

Dr. Koch's work on the chemistry of the nervous system 
is known to all physiological chemists. The chemistry of 
the brain is a very difficult field and the separation of the 
lipoid substances is still hardly possible. He spent the 
greater part of these years in devising accurate methods of 
quantitative analysis. These methods had been so perfected 
that he had secured more complete and more accurate 
quantitative analyses of nervous tissue than any hitherto 
made. By means of these methods he was attacking the 
problem of the differentiation of the brain during growth; 
the distribution of various substances in different parts of 
the brain ; variations in composition during disease ; and the 
differences between the brains of different animals. He was 
also engaged in separating carefully the various lipoids. 
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such as kephalin and lecithin, and in examining their compo- 
sition. He showed the very important fact that kephalin 
exists as a potassium salt, whereas lecithin has more of an 
affinity for sodium. His method of purification of the 
lipoids by precipitation with chloroform and hydrochloric 
acid was extremely useful. Among his other important con- 
tributions must be mentioned his work on the behavior of 
lecithin and kephalin emulsions towards various salts, 
anesthetics and drugs, work which showed one way in which 
these substances might influence irritability. He discovered, 
also, that the brains of persons having the very obscure in- 
sanity, dementia preecox, contained less of a certain sulfur 
fraction than usual, and in his further examination of the 
sulfur distribution in the brain he isolated a lipoid-sulfur 
compound of very interesting nature. He had prepared a 
considerable quantity of this compound and he was engaged 
in studying its nature at the time of his death. 

Dr. Koch's interest from the first had been in the problem 
of the action of drugs on the nervous system. He taught 
pharmacology almost from the time of his graduation. He 
fitted himself for his duties as a teacher by taking the regular 
medical courses in pathology, anatomy, embryology and 
many of the clinical courses, as well as by studying with 
Schmiedeberg in Germany. He thus had a very unusually 
broad training and was able to look at his subject from all 
sides, the chemical, the biological, and the clinical. There 
are very few men in pharmacology today who possess his 
extensive knowledge and his sane, scientific and broad point 
of view. 

The work he was doing on the nervous system he re- 
garded as fundamental work in pharmacology, necessary 
before any real science of pharmacology could be con- 
structed. He had just reached a point when the direct ap- 
plication of his methods to the solution of the problem of 
how drugs combine with nerve cells could be begun. To 
die at such a time was particularly cruel. Had he lived a 
few years longer his recognition as one of the leading 
pharmacologists of the world would undoubtedly have been 
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assured. His work, like that of his uncle, Robert Koch, was 
very thorough and exact, and he proceeded in logical order 
to overcome one difficulty after another. 

Dr. Koch's personality won him many friends. He was a 
true, loyal and courageous friend, entirely honest and of sane 
judgment; he avoided making enemies, as far as possible. 
He was fond of out of doors, and loved the hills, rivers and 
fields, and tramping in the dunes near Chicago was his main 
recreation. He had a keen appreciation of what was fine in 
music and in art. His was an open, frank, kindly nature, 
considerate of others and slow to anger. 

His death by pneumonia, February 1st, at the early age of 
thirty-six, was an irreparable loss to his friends, to his Uni- 
versity and to science.

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This is no place for the annals of the quietist, short and 
simple though they be. It is hard to see, in the case of such 
an individual, why the entry 6 * nothing doing" is not, for the 
purposes of the digest, as perfectly proper and unexception- 
able in form as it is literally true in fact. Thus there is an 
entire uneventful decade, after 1898 (with one exception), 
during which I studied landscape architecture at Harvard 
and entered the profession, which I still follow as a "work- 
ing man" in the recent comprehensive sense of that term, 
being at present connected with the office of Olmsted Broth- 
ers, Brookline, Mass. The exception referred to was my 
experience in 1902 in being suddenly and violently caught 
up by the tremendous tide of the foreign missionary enter- 
prise which all but bore me away.

It 
constituted one of the main factors in the radical recon- 
struction of my intellectual world which had been for some 
time in process. I was, in fact, enrolled in a sort of "Uni- 
versity of Polite Unlearning," as described by Dr. Crothers, 
and I took a pretty complete course. I can't help wondering 
whether the rapid and astonishing changes in the University 
since our day have been relatively as significant as mine. In 
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the meantime I have acquired several new hobbies that are 
very troublesome to care for now that they are on my hands, 
but which I can't bring myself to throw over. In general, I 
am about equally devoted to ethical and ffisthetic fields. A 
queer combination, apparently, despite their theoretically 
close relationship, and one that has many practical draw- 
backs. There remains one fact which I suppose ought to be 
set down as a matter of record. In March, 1909, I passed 
through the hardest experience of my life in the sudden 
death of my only brother and only other child of the family, 
William Harold Millard, 1899, in Shanghai, China, after a 
seven years' absence and first separation from home, follow- 
ing his ordination "to the gospel ministry among the na- 
tions." That undreamed-of event has changed the face of 
the world for me and immeasurably deepened its mystery.

I entered the Harvard Medical School with considerable 
enthusiasm, having experienced a keen desire to enter the- 
profession of surgery since my freshman year at college. 
During the usual four years of Medical School training I 
did not regret having adhered to the academic course at 
college, not having taken an unusual number of courses in 
chemistry and zoology, which are thought by some under- 
graduates to be essential for medical training. I sacrificed!

much of the routine Medical School training in many sub- 
jects by carrying on hospital work during my school term. 
In many ways this was an advantage, particularly in my 
training in surgery. I have learned, however, that a special- 
ist must not sacrifice his last opportunity to learn some- 
thing of all diseases before entering a specialty. While in 
the Harvard Medical School I served as head prosector in 
the anatomy department for three years. I was appointed 
surgical interne for eighteen months' service at the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital. During this service, which was 
the pleasantest part of my career thus far, I served as 
senior house officer to the late Charles T. Porter. Though 
appointed as interne at the Boston Lying-in Hospital, I 
sacrificed this opportunity to become a surgical assistant to 
Dr. C. A. Porter and W. A. Brooks. My association for six 
years with Dr. Brooks was profitable, not only from a surgi- 
cal standpoint, but because of the inspiration to work hard 
and to succeed which this ex-football captain has enthused 
into many young medical men. I spent the first five years 
after graduating from the hospital living the usual hum- 
drum life of a young surgeon of the Back Bay, assisting 
other surgeons and clamoring in the meanwhile for any un- 
fortunate human being who might enter my office with a 
surgical trouble. Discovering that this diminutive surgical 
practice was not giving me a place in the profession, I at- 
tempted to contribute something to the progress of surgery 
by laboratory investigations on animals. My work was con- 
fined to some two hundred and fifty experiments to im- 
prove the technique of operating within the chest cavity. I 
published several papers reporting the results of my ex- 
perimental work, including the description of different forms 
of apparatus which I contrived to maintain the inflation of 
the lungs during such operations. An appointment on the 
surgical staff of the Massachusetts General Hospital then 
gave me an opportunity to continue the surgery of the chest 
on human beings. Through the courtesy and sacrifice of 
the senior members of the staff I was given the opportunity 
to operate on some one hundred and fifty patients afflicted

with diseases of the chest. I published fifteen papers on the 
subject, which introduced me to many surgeons throughout 
the country, and gave me an opportunity to see that the 
practice of surgery should not consist in developing a large 
private clientele alone, but in keeping in touch with the 
general progress of surgery throughout the country and in 
Europe, and by contributing also my own share. I was 
fortunate enough to marry a young woman who shared this 
point of view regarding surgical success. In making a less 
strenuous effort to accumulate patients I doubtless sacrificed 
income. This was well made up, however, by the gratifica- 
tion of recognition from different parts of the country of my 
interest in chest surgery. Through the interest of Dr. John 
Collins Warren and the help of the Laboratory of Surgical 
Research of the Harvard Medical School, I spent four 
months in Marburg. I rejoice that I went to Germany with 
a definite purpose in view: to study chest surgery with three 
men who were already familiar with that subject. It is 
gratifying to see that the old custom of going to Europe 
after graduating from the Medical School in order to com- 
plete one's training has been given up. On returning to 
America I found myself being more identified with this sub- 
ject, and gradually increased my number of private con- 
sultations, indicating that I was, at least by some physicians, 
regarded as in a way a specialist. Realizing that my am- 
bition was to hold eventually a position in the surgical de- 
partment of some university, I found myself in need of a 
more extensive training in general surgery in preparation 
for continuing special work. I therefore made up my mind 
that before the age of forty I would have fitted myself in 
this respect. I then began to look about for an opportunity 
to perform a larger number of general surgical operations, 
and saw its impossibility in my position at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital as one of a staff of nineteen surgeons. At 
the crucial moment I was offered a position by Dr. James 
G. Mumford as assistant director and surgeon to the Clifton 
Springs Sanitarium and Hospital in New York State. It 
was a difficult task to make up my mind to made a radical 
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change at the time when my general prospects in Boston 
were good. Nevertheless I resigned my appointment at the 
hospital and an appointment in the teaching department of 
the Harvard Medical School, and gave up a fair surgical 
practice and my consultation work in thoracic surgery, and 
came on the first of October to Clifton Springs. My salary 
is sufficient to provide a comfortable living for my family. 
Meanwhile I am in complete charge of a private surgical 
clinic, and receiving an experience in general operative 
work which I could not obtain in the same time in Boston. 
I am continuing my interest in chest surgery, and am writ- 
ing a book. At the end of a number of years I hope to be 
fitted to accept a position in the surgical department of some 
university, inasmuch as my training by that time will con- 
sist not only in experience, in laboratory research work, but 
in a broad general training as well. If I am successful in 
obtaining such a position, I shall continue to do special work 
and consultation work in surgery of the heart, lungs and 
oesophagus. In my associations with James G. Mumford in 
reorganizing this institution and in developing a private- 
hospital where cooperative surgery and medicine are in 
vogue, I find myself entirely contented. I have written 
fifteen papers on the subject of Surgery of the Lungs and 
Heart.

Although Father Francis Solano Eooney was but twenty- 
nine years old at his death, it would be hard to find any one 
twice that age who left so numerous a circle of friends, or 
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created a wider influence by his unique personality. Paul 
Daniel Rooney was born at Quincy, 111., September 17, 1877, 
being the son of Dr. Michael Rooney, a well-known physician 
of Quincy, and Dr. Abby Pox Rooney. He was noted even 
as a child for his diligence and accuracy in study. In the 
Franciscan college of St. Francis Solanus, at Quincy, 111., 
where he studied from 1891 to 1895, the seed was sown of 
that Ideal which dominated his intensely active life of alter- 
nate study and practical charity, the ideal of the sublime 
Poverello of Assisi. While there, and at St. Louis University, 
from which he was graduated in 1896, Paul Rooney showed, 
by his diligence and participation in almost every form of 
college activity, that he would leave no stone unturned to 
educate himself, especially along sociological lines, and so be 
thoroughly equipped when ready to sound by personal ex- 
perience the real problems of poverty. During his two years 
at Harvard, 1896-1898, he became an active worker both for 
the Associated Charities and for the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society. While residing in Cambridge with his mother, he 
devoted two nights each week to visiting and relieving, with 
the means afforded him by these societies, the destitute poor 
of Boston. Those who attended the meetings of the Student 
Volunteer Association, held at Paul Rooney 's house, will not 
easily forget that frail, timid-looking boy, so unwilling to 
push himself forward, but who spoke with such enthusiasm 
and dry humor and practical wisdom about a field which he 
had thoroughly explored. During his stay at Harvard he 
had utilized the time snatched from his studies to study the 
workings of practically every penal and charitable institution 
in or near Boston. 

Rooney was not a sentimentalist. His mind was acute, calm 
and singularly tolerant, and the cool decision with which 
he availed himself of every chance to study and discuss 
and explore while at Harvard guided him in pursuing un- 
swervingly the ideal that he loved so passionately, a life of 
voluntary poverty devoted to active and practical charity. 
It was not an academic interest that impelled him ; he loved 
the poor as his brothers in Christ, and showed his genuine- 
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ness by marked unselfishness and courtesy toward his ac- 
quaintances at college. 

After his graduation Paul Rooney returned to his old 
home at Quincy, 111., where he devoted himself to the study 
of psychology, ethics and Hebrew. In June, 1899, St. Francis 
Solanus College conferred on him the master's degree. In 
May he delivered his first public speech, a Memorial Day 
address before the children of the Adams public school 
Soon after his return from Harvard the mayor of Quincy 
had appointed him a director of the Free Public Library, a 
position which he held until the summer of 1899, when he 
felt at last free to carry out his long-cherished plan. After 
saying farewell to his relatives and friends, he left home for 
Teutopolis, 111., to enter the novitiate of the Order of Friars 
Minor (the Order of St. Francis). Together with the habit 
of the Order he received the name of Francis Solano. The 
year of novitiate was devoted to the study of the rules and 
obligations of the Franciscan life. At its close he made the 
usual three vows of poverty, chastity and obedience. A few 
days later he was ordered to St. Anthony's Monastery in 
St. Louis, Mo. There he devoted four years to the study of 
theology and cognate branches. On June 27, 1903, he was 
ordained to the Roman Catholic priesthood by Archbishop 
Glennon, of St. Louis. Two days later he celebrated his first 
Mass in the Church of St. Francis Solanus at Quincy, 111., in 
the presence of a large gathering of Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish friends. 

During his theological course Father Rooney showed signs 
of tuberculosis, so that after completing his course of studies 
at St. Louis he was transferred to the Franciscan Monastery 
at Phoenix, Ariz., in the hope that the dry air might benefit 
his lungs. For several months he was engaged in missionary 
work among the Pima Indians. His work among the Pimas, 
however, was far too active to allow much chance of recuper- 
ation. The Lady Poverty, whom he had so eagerly courted, 
embraced him at the very outset. At his first charge, the 
mission of San Juan Bautista, he strove to support a school 
for two hundred Indian children, in order to prevent their 
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faith and morals, as is too frequently the case, from being 
ruined at the government schools in the neighborhood. Des- 
pite the utmost economy ($1.50 a month for each child in 
huts of mud and brush, which he strove to supplant by new 
houses of adobe), it was a hard struggle among a people 
doubly impoverished by drought, and he had a still harder 
task in trying to piece out with lumber the self -built adobe 
churches of the Pimas. "These poor people," he wrote in 
June, 1904, "appreciate everything that is done for them, 
and pray with great fervor for their benefactors. I am glad 
to give all my time and strength and to bear the burden and 
the heat of the day (now 110° in the shade) to make known 
to these good people Him who is the Way, the Truth and 
the Life." 

Late in the summer of 1904 Father Rooney was attached 
as curate to St. Mary's Church in the city of Phoenix, with 
a parish of some six hundred American and Mexican fami- 
lies. On Sundays he preached alternately in English and 
Spanish, conducted the Spanish Sunday school and presided 
at the meetings of four American and Mexican religious 
societies. Besides the languages mentioned, Father Rooney 
was at home in the German, Pima Indian and Italian 
tongues. During the week he was occupied in making visits 
to the sick, giving instruction in the parochial school, and 
other work incidental to the daily life of a Catholic priest 
He contributed occasional articles to the Messenger of the 
Holy Childhood, published by the Indian boys at Harbor 
Springs, Mich., and the Western Catholic Review of Prescott, 
Ariz. But the work proved too much for his strength, which 
he could not persuade himself to spare. In April, 1905, he 
had to be transferred to the Old Mission at Santa Barbara, 
Cal. "In this charming spot," he wrote in the same year for 
his class biography, "with the quiet Pacific rolling before 
and the wooded mountains of Santa Inez towering behind, I 
am to remain until able to resume active work." But his 
work was never resumed; although his extraordinary cheer- 
fulness and alertness of mind never left him even up to the 
moment of his death. On the morning of May 24, 1906, — 
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Ascension Thursday, — a fatal hemorrhage occurred about 
half-past nine o'clock, just as the solemn high Mass was be- 
ginning in the Old Mission Church. At the moment that the 
deacon had sung the Gospel of the Ascension and extin- 
guished the paschal candle, Father Rooney died, having 
carefully marked the portions of the Gospels which he wished 
to have read to him during his last hour. He was buried in 
the Franciscan cemetery at Santa Barbara. His short life, 
made long by its variety and intensity, had been consumed 
for his ideal of duty and God-given charity.

Before graduation he joined the Rough Riders and served 
with that organization until its disbandment. In 1900 he 
became a war correspondent in South Africa and made a 
brilliant reputation for himself. On returning from South 
Africa he did special reporting for the Boston Globe, the 
New York Commercial Advertiser and Collier's Weekly, 
making trips to Newfoundland, Venezuela, Bulgaria and St. 
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Petersburg. In 1904-1905 he went to Manchuria as a special 
war correspondent for the New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. In 1908 Scull, together with three or four other Har- 
vard men, fitted out the old Cup Defender, Mayflower, and 
started for the West Indies. The purpose of this expedi- 
tion was to recover bullion from a Spanish treasure ship 
supposed to have been sunk in the sixteenth or seventeenth 
century on one of the coral reefs. Outside of Hatteras r 
however, the Mayflower ran into a hurricane, was dismasted 
and tossed about on the sea for two or three days, until 
finally a thrilling rescue was made of the crew by a tramp 
steamer. In 1909 Scull stuck to shore and became secretary 
to the first deputy commissioner of the New York police. He 
resigned at the same time that Commissioner Bingham left 
the service and went back to newspaper work. In 1910 
Scull was placed in charge of the so-called Buffalo Jones 
expedition to South Africa. This expedition was fitted out 
with the idea of lassooing and taking moving pictures of 
all the wild animals of that country and was remarkably^ 
successful.

Almost immediately after graduation I came to this 
country, reaching the capital, Mexico City, the latter part 
of July. After a few days I left Mexico City and arrived 
duly at Orizaba, in the state of Vera Cruz.

I shall never forget that first trip up to the ranch. It was 
all up hill and, as it was the rainy season, the road was 
abominably muddy. In parts it was almost boggy, and the 
mud stuck nearly like glue. Also it was very warm, and 
the flies bothered me a great deal. On account of all this, 
it is not difficult to imagine that before I was half way up 
I was thoroughly discouraged and disgusted. Eventually, 
however, I got up to the ranch. For the first few weeks I 
found it hard to be in a joyful frame of mind, for I missed 
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Cambridge. Finally, however, I began to take an interest 
in my surroundings and to be generally optimistic. After 
learning a lot about coffee cultivation, I acquired, through 
the magnificent generosity of a friend in the States, a small 
ranch here. As the ranch was already developed, I had 
nothing to do but pick the coffee, cure and ship it to the 
States. In the picking season, November to March, I was 
busy enough. After that I hadn't much to do. I therefore 
went out frequently with hunting parties or practised 
photography. In the summer of 1902 I accepted the manage- 
ment of another and much larger ranch in this same vicinity. 
The following summer I was married to Senorita Aurelia 
Ramirez. We are now the parents of four children, all 
girls. Now I am quite accustomed to the country and the 
people. Consequently I am happy; and if it were not for 
revolutions and revolutionists I'd be happier. A band of 
these swooped upon me last January. They carried off all 
the money (about sixty pesos) I had in the house, my new 
Colt's Automatic 38-calibre pistol, puttee leggings, Gillette 
razor and a number of other articles I did not miss until 
after they left. They had my watch too, but, owing to my 
vigorous protest, the general, Don Higinio Aguilar, made 
them give it up. With these fellows out of the way I find 
life here very attractive.

After graduating from college I went through two years

In 1907 I was sent to Santo 
Domingo with a view to putting in a similar system of 
auditing and accounting to that I had installed in Porto 
Rico. August 25, 1908, I was appointed by Mr. Taft sec- 
retary of state of Porto Rico. I was subsequently elected 
president of the senate of the island, and was chairman of 
its committee on finance and committee on appropriations. 
I was also a member of the legislative committee which ne- 
gotiated Porto Rican bond issues for road building. I was 
appointed by the governor chairman of the franchise and 
public service commission, and became a member of the 
board of trustees of the University of Porto Rico. I was 
reelected president of the upper house of the legislature, 
and on October 14, 1909, became acting governor of Porto 
Rico. In the spring of 1910 I had a second attack of fever. 
The doctors advised me to leave the tropics at once. I 
resigned, and returned to the States. After two months I 
was appointed by Mr. Taft one of the United States rep- 
resentatives to the fourth Pan-American conference, held at 
Buenos Aires in July and August of that year, and I pro- 
ceeded to Argentina. The congress consisted of the repre- 
sentatives of the twenty-one republics, including the United 
States, and negotiated arbitration treaties, treaties for uni- 
fying the customs house dues and regulations, patents and 
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trade-mark treaties, international sanitary agreements, etc. 
Most of the treaties have since been ratified by the authori- 
ties of the respective countries. I was later appointed a 
member of the United States Commission to Chile. On the 
return journey I spent some time in Peru and Ecuador pre- 
paring a report for our government. Before my return 
another dose of fever decided me to leave the federal ser- 
vice, and I am now permanently practising law in New 
York, at 32 Liberty Street, where I am never too busy to 
see members of the Class of 1898. After my return I was 
elected vice-president of the Madison Square Republican 
Club, and later became chairman of its board of governors. 
I still have an active interest in Latin American and Spanish 
affairs, through the Pan-American Society of the United 
States, of which I am vice-president; the Ibero-Americano 
Club and the Spanish Atheneum, of which I am a director; 
the Spanish-American Atheneum, and other similar so- 
cieties. I have written an address which was delivered be- 
fore the Lake Mohonk Conference in 1909 on The Agri- 
cultural Communities of Porto Rico and Central America 
and their Problems, published in the Proceedings of the 
Lake Mohonk Conference, various articles on South 
American Republics and general subject of Pan-American 
problems for the Political Science Monthly, etc. Member:

During the academic year following graduation with the 
Class of 1898, I essayed teaching English and history in a 
preparatory school in Detroit. That institution did not 
long survive, and I do not know whether my efforts hastened 
its peaceful end. In the fall of 1899 I returned to the 
university for a course in the Harvard Law School, follow- 
ing my original plan, where I spent two years of solid work 
under the inspiration of that splendid faculty of master 
minds then dominating the great school they founded. At 
the end of the second year, in June, 1901, I was obliged to 
leave to enter the office of Hon. Joseph R. Churchill and 
Robert T. Babson, where I finished preparing for the bar 
examinations.

Graduating in June, 1898, I took a short vacation at my 
early country home, White Rock, Me. ; and in August of the 
same year entered the Boston office of the Provident Life 
and Trust Company of Philadelphia, as special agent. So- 
liciting life and endowment policies was my work, and I 
think none of my friends in Boston, Cambridge and sur- 
rounding towns were overlooked in my canvass. I meant 
to work them all. While the work was fairly remunerative, 
for I think I received fully as much as my classmates during 
the year and a half I solicited insurance, neither future 
prospects nor keen love of work held me from making a 
change in June, 1900. In my preparatory school, the Maine 
Wesleyan Seminary at Kent's Hill, Me., I formed the ac- 
quaintance of one of the trustees, Horace H. Shaw, of Port- 
land, then engaged in the manufacture of shoes, with factory 
at Springvale, Me.

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as a pupil of William M. Chase. Although showing much 
promise in art, he decided not to make it his life work. He 
reentered Harvard in 1901 to fit himself for teaching; be- 
ginning as a special student, he was admitted to the class of 
1904 and graduated cum laude.

Shortly after Commencement I went to Chicago to take 
up a post-graduate course at the Armour Institute (selected 
by my father), and was duly registered on the student pay- 
roll.

After graduation I continued my studies in Europe and 
America in preparation for professional work in animal 
psychology. In 1902 I was appointed to an instructorship in 
comparative psychology in Harvard, and I now hold an as- 
sistant professorship in the same subject and institution. 
My work has been teaching comparative psychology and in- 
vestigating in the physiology of the nervous system, ani- 
mal behavior, and comparative psychology. The direction 
of research work in animal psychology as conducted by 
graduate students in the Harvard laboratory of psychology 
has been entrusted to me since 1902. Usually three or four 
research students are engaged in special work in this field. 
It has been my privilege to help to advance comparative 
psychology by taking part in the forming of the Journal of 
Animal Behavior, the Behavior Monographs, and the Ani- 
mal Behavior series. These are the first regular publica- 
tions in the world established for the materials of animal 
psychology. Both are succeeding admirably. During the 
past five years I have given considerable time to general 
educational problems and to eugenics. The latter subject 
I have presented to several classes of Harvard students, 
with encouraging results. It is my belief that instruction 
concerning heredity, sex hygiene and parental duties should 
be given in Harvard, and I am therefore attempting to de- 
velop a course in mental heredity and eugenics which shall 
be of value to Harvard men and to the race. As a director of 
the Massachusetts Society for Mental Hygiene I am trying to 
serve the commonwealth. Recently I have purchased a tract 
of land at Franklin, N. H., which I hope to use both as a 
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summer home and as a reservation for studies in animal 
behavior. With the aid of advanced students I expect to 
carry on there, during the summer months, field and ex- 
perimental studies of the instincts, habits and intelligence 
of animals. I should like especially to get into touch with 
those of my classmates who are interested in animal be- 
havior and who have opportunities to observe animals, and 
also with those who are interested in the problems of 
eugenics or desire information concerning the subject. I 
have written some forty articles on Animal Psychology and 
the following books: The Dancing Mouse (The Macmillan 
Company, New York, 1907) ; Introduction to Psychology 
(Henry Holt and Company, 1911) ; Methods of Studying 
Vision in Animals (with J. B. Watson) (Behavior Mono- 
graphs, 1911).

I spent considerable time after leaving college in finding 
out how many things I could do.

After leaving college in the spring of 1896 I immediately 
entered into my father's business, the manufacture of lin- 
seed oil. I began by making myself intimately acquainted 
with all the details of manufacture, putting on overalls and 
doing the actual work at the machines. My next step was 
promotion to the job of shipper, and in leisure moments I 
filled oil barrels and weighed them. I next took up a little 
of the general correspondence, and after I began to feel a 
little more at home with the ramifications of the business 
began to think for myself along original lines. From the 
time I left college, though having sadly neglected my 
chemistry while there, I had a great desire to see what 
could be done to improve the product for the consumer by 
means of chemical treatment. As in many other industries, 
practically no specializing had been done in our line, though 
when I started my father had already discovered a valuable 
process for artificially ageing oils, and we had been bleach- 
ing and neutralizing for some years by the regulation text- 
book methods. It was my ambition to develop and im- 
prove this end of the industry so that there might be 
specially treated oils for all purposes where at that time only 
the crude oil was used. I hoped that in time our house 
(Spencer Kellogg and Sons) might be considered expert 
advisors in everything pertaining to linseed oil. Of this 
scientific attitude to this particular industry I believe we 
can claim to be the originators. I have worked at this 
for fifteen years, and so have had no time to fill "offices of 
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honor or trust/ ' except my job. I can add little more to 
this blatantly egotistical history except to say that results 
have already most generously proven that at least in our 
business scientific study and specialization " hit the nail on 
the head." Commercially speaking, I believe I have lost 
very little by not finishing my four years at Cambridge ; in 
many other ways, which have nothing to do with stocks or 
automobiles, I regret it very much. The most interesting 
work which I have done outside my business was with 
twelve to sixteen year old boys in social settlement work, 
covering a period of about two years. My avocation has 
always been photography, purely in the artistic sense; and, 
in connection with it, the study of painting in oils (canvases, 
not barns). The mention of three or four extremely in- 
teresting and instructive trips abroad would complete the 
data asked for by our worthy Secretary, whom I thank for 
giving me the opportunity to use so much valuable adver- 
tising space.
